Hurry Jones, the young man who 
was wanted here by the local police

Wallace, however, was 
“hot’’ on the trail of the young man 
and reached several places just after 
he had departed. 
When Jones stepped from an in- J 
torurbnn car at the edge of the city, 
he was recognized by a resident who 
telehopned (.'laud Carter, of the Hub 
store. 
Mr. Carter telephoned to Po­ 
liceman Weddell and reached Jone- 
home a few m i n u t e s atter he arrived 
there.

sold the stolen articles,

ried a pawn ticket on a louisville 
shop, but part of the articles pawned 
there were his personal property. 
Jones 
wore some of the clothing 
that was taken from the Huh store. 
The pawn shop tickets were turned 
over to W. L. Johnson, proprietor ot 
the -tore, and he went to Indianapolis 
this morning with Officer Wallace to 
recover the good.*. 
Jones told the police that Warren 
Cross and 
Benjamin Bryant, 
aged 
fifteen, and himsell had planned the 
robbery.

Cross w a s not present when the rob-| voea 
fiery wa- “pulled off," hut had said 
that he intended to In* there.

He pleaded 
guilty 
to burglary and 
was placed 
under $500 bond. 
Sheriff IL L. Mc­ 
Cord was in the city Monday night 
and took Jones to the Brownstown 
jail when he returned home.

Marshal Foch Sends Word to Poles 
Not to Make Attack on Ger­ 
man Territory.

18— The 
allied 
commissioners, designed to formu­ 
late additional armistice terms with 
Germany have practically completed 
their work it was learned today. The 
armistice renewal signed Sunday was 
essentially provisional and a definite 
agreement containing additional mili­ 
tary and naval terms will be substi­ 
tuted as soon as the commissioners 
finish their task. 
Germany will be protected by the 
allies from outside aggression. 
Mar­ 
shal Foch sent a telegram to Warsaw 
last night forbidding the Poles to at­ 
tack German territory. 
The terms 
which Germany accepted Sunday are 
understood to include destruction of 
all submarines, limitations of the 
Knapp work- and disarmament of the 
Heliogoland and Kiel canal fortifica­ 
tions.

He based his declination on two 
points; first, that lie and the Presi­ 
dent are fundamentally at odds re­ 
garding any league of nation plan, 
and secondly, that he could not allow 
himself to he bound by a confidential

At the same time announcement 
was made that Senator Poindexter 
is prepared to disregard the Presi­ 
dent’s wish by beginning discussion 
of 
the league 
before the 
senate. 
Poindexter's speech, if made, is ex­ 
pected to he followed by speeches 
of others hostile to the league. Tile 
senate is likely to be plunged into 
the sort of debate President Wilson 
sought 
to 
avoid. 
Administration 
leaders 
are considering 
measures 
for curbing talk. 
Horah, so far, is the only member 
of either house or senate foreign re­ 
lations

president’- invitation. 
Strong pres­

When Mary became Queen of England in 1689, her Dutch 
husband became King. 
Then Dutch influences became strong­ 
ly felt, and finally they prevailed. The Dutch workmen eopied 
Dutch styles, and made changes in old former pieces which 
finally produced a style and type of furniture which was called 
after the King and Queen—William and Mary. 


This style was really a marker of the beginning of the 
Queen Anne period, but it has distinct features of its own 
which succeed in placing it in the separate classification which 
it takes. 


Turned legs, and under-framing mark this style, while the 
“inverted bell or bowl” identifies it for a great many people. 
Arched tops on cabinets and mirrors were prevalent in the 
days of William and Mary, and the modern style carries such 
tops frequently.
